NEW DELHI (AP)—With 
solemn grace, Crown Prince 
Akihito and Princess Michiko 
laid a red and white rose wreath 
Wednesday at the shrine of In- 
dia’s independence leader Mo- 
handas K. Gandhi. 


The Royal couple began their 
second day in the Indian capi- 
tal with a visit to the Rajghat, 
the place where Gandhi was 
cremated in 1948. 

Colored jute carpetway was 
laid over the bare earth for 
their approach across construc- 
tion works where the shrine is 
being expanded. A plain con- 
crete platform at the center of 
the shrine where the wreath 
was laid was decorated with pat- 
terns of yellow and white mari- 


Several hundred persons had 
gathered to see the Royal couple 
—some attracted by glowing re- 


ports of the Japanese Princess 


who charmed the crowds on ar- 
rival Tuesday. Morning news 
papers paid tribute to her at- 
tractiveness. 

Michiko wore a white kimono 
with a brightly patterned waist- 
band offsetting chrysanthemum 
patterns. A fur piece was wrap- 
ped around her neck against 
the early morning chill. The 
Prince “wore a black double- 
breasted suit and black hom 
burg. He waved solemnly at the 


crowd while the Princess engag- 
ed in animated conversation 
with escorting city officials as 
they walked up to the shrine. 

From there the couple went 
to see a demonstration of 
children’s athletics. Later they 
were scheduled to lunch with 
Prime Minister Jawaharial 
Nehru. 

Four thousand boys and girls 
aged between 5 and 20 danced, 
sang, marched past, and perfor- 
med acrobatic feats for an hour 
to entertain the visitors. 

But what interested the Prin- 
cess most were two solo dances 
performed by tiny tots—a Bom- 
bay fisherfolk dance by a 5-year- 
old girl, Sunita Sanxena, and 
Punjabi Bhangra dance by a 
2-year-old boy, Banwari Lal. 

The Princess called them to 
her at the end of the perfor- 
mance, congratulated them, and 
posed for pictures. 

‘Prince Akihito told the stu- 
dents in English, “Congratula- 
tions, we enjoyed your perfor- 
mance very much. Thank you 
very much.”

BUENOS AIRES (AP) —

After brief gunfire, civilian 
adherents of former dictator 
Juan Peron overpowered sen- 
tries of the 1ith Infantry Regi- 
ment at Rosario and joined 
forces with a number of non- 
commissioned officers inside 
the garrison. 

Unofficial sources said 10 per- 
sons were killed and 50 wound- 
ed. Witnesses saw a number 
of casualties lying on straw 
mattresses. They reported 
about 25 civilians were under 
military arrest. — 


Machinegun fire was heard in- 
side the barracks for about 10 
minutes. Ten ambulances were 
seen at the barracks, and adja- 
cent streets were ciosed off. 
Trucks laden with soldiers 
rumbied through the area. 

The army command at Resa- 
rio, located about 175 miles up 
the Parana River northwest of 
Buenos Aires, said most of the 
civilians involved in the upris- 
ing fled as the garrison regain- 
ed control of the sentry post. 

The assailants dug in for a 
time inside the garrison, despite 
a rifle attack by troops. But 
four hours later the army com- 
mand declared the uprising 
stamped out. The rest of Rosa- 
rio Was reported calm. 

The uprising was reported 
led by Juan Iniguez, a retired 
general often mentioned as the 
leading military backer of 
Peron, who has been in exile 
since his overthrow in 1955, 


Followers of Peron have been 
a constant source of trouble to 
President Arturo Frondizi. Al 
though they supported him in 
the 1958 election, they have 
staged strikes, hit-and-run at- 
tacks and plots in protest 
against his refusal to give them 
any significant posts in the gov- 
ernment, 

Bombs exploded Wednesday 
in various sections of Buenos 
Aires, doing extensive damage 
to railway and telegraph facili- 
ties as well as private homes. 
Railway service on the Roca 
commuter line was interrupted 
for a time. 


Throughout Argentina the 
armed forces were placed on 
the alert. Extra police rein- 
forcements paced back and 
forth in front of strategic build. 
ings, armed with submachine 
guns. 


Stubborn Students — 
Defying Betancourt 


CARACAS (AP)—Leftist stu- 
dents fought a gun battle with 
troops Wednesday in defiance 
of President Romulo Betan- 
court, 

The stubborn challenge to the 
authority of the moderate So- 
cialist President made the situa- 
tion increasingly critical for his 
Government. 

Firing from high school 
buildings on Roosevelt Avenue 
has continued sporadically since 
Monday night. It is part of 
widespread rioting here in the 
capital that has killed six per- 
sons and injured at least 105 in 
an attempt to touch off a revo- 
lution and establish a Castro- 
style government in Venezuela. 

Tough military crackdowns, 


supported by a suspension of 
civil guarantees, have snuffed 
out most of the rioting, which 
began last Friday. However, 
for a time Tuesday night it 
spread from the slum districts 
of western Caracas to the 
fashionable eastern end. 


Embassy Here Repo 

The Venezuelan Embassy in 
Tokyo reports that according to 
official information received 
Tuesday Betancourt partially 
suspended consitutional guaran- 
tees.

Mothers Learn to Help 


Handicapped at Itabashi

' Japan’s largest and oldest in- 
stitute for crippled children, 
founded through the efforts of 
Dr. Kenji Takagi, is located in 
Itabashi, Tokyo, Its name is 
Seishi Ryogoen . 


Here, 200 children are actual- 
ly living in the “institute, but 
hundreds more receive treat- 
ment as outside patients. Many 
of these “commuter patients” 
are carried to the institute on 
the backs of their mothers. 

Of the 200 hospitalized, 77 are 
victims of infantile paralysis; 
39 were maimed as a result of 
a tuberculosis infection of the 
spine; 26 are polio patients and 
23 suffer from congenital dis- 
location of the hip.. 

Ordinary hospitals cannot af- 
ford proper care for these un- 
fortunate youngsters because 
long, patient treatment is re- 
quired that most general hospi- 
tals are unable to give. 

Only at the 46 special in- 
stitutes in Japan can these chil- 
dren receive functional training

The recommendation, com-

The council will have a secre 
tariat chiefly composed of ex- 
pert officials of the Fire Defense 
Agency and will be headed by 
the director general of the 
board.

One May day, this year, a 
young, pale-girl died from. an 
overdose of sleeping pills in a 
geisha house in the gay spa of 
Atami, 


A suicide note tucked under | Of 
her pillow read: 


“IT am neck in debt. 
When will I ever be able to get 
out of my predicament? The 
girls who came here with me 
are also miserable.” 


Her death led to an intensive 
investigation in human traffic 
and the arrest yesterday of a 
10-man team in Kumamoto ac- 
cused of selling at least 161 
women to the red light districts 
of Atami and nearby Ito. 

Proprietors of 16 — 
houses were 
forcing the women into prosti- 


tution and pocketing the pro- 
ceeds. 


Police said the human traf- 
fickers made over ¥6,300,000, 

Typical of the victims is 
Namiko-san who came from a 
poverty stricken family in the 
= mining zone of North Kyu- 


Two months ago, a soft-spoken 
man approached and asked her 
whether she wouldn't like to 
work in Tokyo. A friend of his 
he said, ran a big restaurant 
and was looking for waitresses. 

Namiko jumped at the offer 
because one less mouth would 
mean that much more food for 
the seven other hungry mem- 
bers of her family. 

The next day, Namiko and 
her “benefactor” hopped a 
train for Tokyo. Nestled in her 
purse was the ¥10,000 which 
the man gave her to get ready 
for the trip. 

When the train stopped at 
Atami, her escort said he had 
some business to settle there 
and hustied her off into what 
she found out later to be a 
geisha house. 

The portly madam of the 
house thrust a wad of crisp 
notes at Namiko and told her 
to buy some lipstick and rouge 
and kimono. There was no- 
thing to her job, the madam 
told her, All she had to do was 
look pretty, serve wine and 
have a good time with the 


guests, 

Namiko-san first found out 
what she had gotten herself into 
when madam reminded her of 
her ¥70,000 debt. She had spent 
the money to buy clothes = 
cosmetics as instructed by the 
madam. 

To get out of debt the madam 
suggested, “just make our 
customers happy, and then you 
a get handsome rewards. We 

can split the proceeds 50-50.” 

Namiko complied. But she 
never did get the promised 50 
per cent income. 

Madam deducted it under a 
dozen ‘excuses that included 
costs for meals and lodgings and 
interest on unpaid debts. 

Namiko’s case was typical of 
the 161 girls who were enticed 
from northern Kyushu with job 
offers and ended up in geisha 


houses in Atami or Ito, 

The 10 men who recruited 
them charged the geisha houses 
¥15,000 per head and ¥5,000 
pete rtation expenses—a total 

000. If the girl was good- 
Soeikanal the sum was raised to 


According to the Shizuoka 
Prefectural police, Atami has 
over 100 geisha houses with 1,- 
200 registered geisha. 

According to law, entertain- 
ment by geisha is limited to 
singing, dancing, chatting, and 
serving wine. 

Also staying out nights with 
guests is taboo for the geisha. 

Actually, with the exception 
of a dozen top rate inns, the 290 
inns and 190 rest houses in the 
spa admit geisha if requested by 
the guests. 

An officer of the Atami Hotel 
Association put it this way: 

“What are we to do if a gen- 
tleman appears with a lady and 
asks for lodging? Ask him if 
she is his wife, sweetheart, or 
a geisha?” 

He estimated many of the sec- 
ond and third rate hotels and 
inns In Atami would be put out 
of business if it weren't for the 
geisha. 

Kiyoshi Kanzaki, director of 
the Socio-Pathological Institute, 
admitted Atami and Ito have 
turned into red light districts. 

“We must do without the 
idea,” he said, “that geisha are 
needed to attract tourists.” 


Suspect Arrested

A Shanghai-born ex-convict, 
released in May after serving 
four years for strangling a 
woman to death and stealing 
her money, was arrested in To- 
kyo yesterday evening on sus- 
picion of robbing and killing a 
MITI official's wife in Kamita- 
kata, Tokyo, Tuesday night. 

Arrested was Hachiro Tojo, 
25, a day laborer living in the 
same building as Chizuko Yu- 
geta, wife of Eiichi Yugeta, an 
official in the industry section of 
the International Trade and In- 
dustry Ministry, who was found 
strangled to death in her room 
by her husband on his return 
home around 10:30 p.m. Tues- 
day. 

Tojo is alleged to have receiv- 
ed ¥1,000 from a pawn broker 
in Shinjuku Tuesday night for 
an overcoat stolen from the 
murdered woman’s room. 


Born in Shanghai, Tojo was 
repatriated to Japan in 1945. 
He had been living in the same 
apartment house as the Yugetas 
since June after his release from 
prison in May.

Mounted like any 
other Roman spectacle, “Spar- 
tacus” (Yurakuza from Dec. 15) 
is actually more monumental 
in the scale and intensity of 


its theme being sheer 
spectacie. 
It is a deeply committed film, 


no less committed than his two 
previous works. It bears a 
particular resemblance to 

Paths of Glory” in which he 
spelled out his violent idea of 
war as an ugly bid for power 
among its leaders. In “Spar- 
tacus” Kubrick goes into the 
starker picture of the oppres- 
sor and the oppressed, and 
takes up the basic problem of 
man since his prehistoric t—. 
that of slavery versus liberty. 
Slavery and enslavement, no 
longer an accepted institution 
today im its literal sense, is a 
word nevertheless curiously 
alive, a word which has a wide 
range of touchy reference from 
the self-binding state of modern 
man’s psycho to international 
relations. 

Kubrick sees the question of 
human freedom in our 20th 
century world as still an wn- 
solyed problem. The slave as 
a social existence always played 
some part in all films having 
to do with Roman history, but 
no amount of spectacles in the 
past has ever brought out as 
stark an imagery of human 
slavery as “Spartacus.” 

What fascinates about this 
film more than anything else 
is the graphic relation of the 
oppressor and the o 
and the social structure they 
create. The world was divided 
into three classes, the nobles 
as represented by Roman sen- 
ators like Laurence Olivier, 
Charlies Laughton and John 
Gavin (as us, Gracchus 
and Caesar respectively), and 
the middle class as represented 
by Peter Ustinov and the plain 
slaves. The slave class cham- 
loned by Kirk Douglas’ Spar- 

cus had two kinds, one, sheer 
labor, the other those trained 
for nobles’ amusement, known 
as gladiators. 

Peter Ustinov is a wealthy 
expioiter of slaves and the 
trainer of the gladiators. He 
runs a large school in which 
he teaches hundreds of husky 
male slaves the art of fighting 
with deadly weapons of all 
descriptions. Spartacus, as a 
Thracian, uses a short sword 
and a round buckler. Merchant 
Ustinov receives his Roman 
customers in the school and 
sells them pick trainees at 
high biddings. Scholars d 
poets were also slaves, 
them, HMke Tony Curtis, are 
sold to nobles. Pretty women 
like Jean Simmons are also 
bought by nobles as their per- 
sonal attendants.

Mar- 
cellus is a deadly slave-driver 
because he knows all about 
slaves, being once a slave him- 
self. He sees alarming signs of 
an independent spirit in Spar- 
tacus and methodically goes 
about to destroy it. Among the 
indignities he inflicts on him is 
the deprivation of sexual 
privacy. 

To distinguish from common 
serfs, each qualified gladiator 
gets a tiny top-knot hair-do like 
the one worn by their foreman 
Marcellus. Curiously it makes 
them look like samurai of 
feudal Japan. 

Great spectacles are provided 
in several key passages such as 
the initial rebellion in whicil 
Spartacus kills Marcellus and 
leads the rest in wild breaking 
out of the prison, or the gladia- 
tors” death fights in the arena, 
and the battle scenes between 
Crassus’ Roman army and 
Spartacus’ 70,000 slave forces, 
culminating im the gruesome 
massacre of millions and the

‘Shadow of Fear’ 


“Shadow of Fear” is a gang- 
ster picture, referring to that 
great repository of American 
cinema myth, the ‘30s, the 
period when criminals organ- 
ized themselves into nationwide 
syndicates to aid and abet each 
other. This particular film is 
based on a book called “Mur- 
der, Inc.” and concentrates on 
organized crime in New York, 
particularly in the Brownsviile 
section of Brooklyn. 


The film, more ambitious 
than most of its genre, em- 
ploys May Britt and Stuart 
Whitman as a nice young 
couple drawn into the circle of 
the syndicate leaders. Most of 
what is said about them is con- 
ventional and meaningless, but 
there are moments in Miss 
Britt's portrayal when far more 
is suggested than is actually 
developed or explained. 


This same dangling of in- 
sights occurs with the depiction 
of the criminals. The master 
murderer, Lepke, is a complex 
person, but since the film is 
trying to give a survey of a 
social phenomenon, there just 
isn't time to spend revealing 
this one figure. 

The picture does create a 
frightening atmosphere of cal- 
culating, businessiike violence, 
showing plausibly how ordinar- 
lly bad people can go all the 
way into brutishness; most 
gangster pictures make crime 
seem exotic, but this makes evil 
seem imminent. 


Stylistically the picture Is In- 
teresting. Newsphotos from the 
period are used as stills and 
interspersed with these do 
cuments are excellently chosen 
stills taken from action se- 
quences played by the film’s 
cast. The effect is strong and 
rather impressive. 

Toward the end of the film, 
when Dewey and his assistants 
have begun to crack the pow- 
er of the syndicates, the picture 
has so many ends to tie up 
it can’t possibly take care of 
them all. It's a pity so much 
time was lost on conventional 
filler when the directors, two 
men unknown to me called 
Balaban and Rosenberg, ob- 
viously had some very good 
ideas on how to make meaning- 
ful a much overworked form.

Ike Extends 
Gold Ban 
Overseas 


_ WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower 
Tuesday extended the ban on 
the hoarding of golc to Hawaui, 
the Virgin Islands, Puerto Rico, 
Guam and the Canal Zone. 

He signed an executive order 
authorizing the Secretary of the 
Treasury to extend 1933 gold 
regulations to Hawali and to 
possessions of the United States 
and the Canal Zone. 

The amendment will make 
possible the application of the 
gold regulations on the same 
terms and conditions as are 
now applied in all the states ex- 
cept Hawaii, 

White House Press Secretary 
James C. Hagerty said the ac 
tion was unrelated to the drain 
on America’s gold reserves. He 
said its sole purpose was to put 
all American citizens on a basis 
of equality. 

The regulation prohibits 
American citizens from holding 
gold, old certificates or gold 
bullion within the United States 
and its possessions. It makes 
an exception for rare coins and 
jewelry. 

Alaska already had been in- 
cluded in the regulations as 
part of the continental United 
States.

All is quiet and well—nearly, 
that is—on the business and 
economic front. 

In a sense thie means that the 
fast growing pace of the Japa- 
nese economy of heretofore has 
slackened and steadied some- 
what and there is little fluctua- 
tion on the whole. Concrete 
evidences include weakening of 
the commodity market and 
wholesale-retail prices, and in 
dustrial production losing some 
of its former vigor. Although 
there are indications of expand- 
ing plant and equipment invest- 
ing and advancing of plans with 
accompanying increase in bauk 
credit to business, this is ve 
lieved unlikely to upset the 
stably growing business and 
economic trend, 


But the situation is not with- 
out some seemingly cautionary 
factors such as in the external 
phase where the balance of pay- 
ments may be upset in future 
despite the favorable trend pre- 
vailing currently both in the 
current and over-all accounts. 
Concrete reference is to the ap- 
pearance of export contracting 
difficulties especially on iron- 
steel and textiles stemming from 


slackening overseas business 
conditions and increasingly 
competitive trade influences. 


Some of these factors are sea- 
sonal but others are more basic 
such as the American business 
siow-down and dollar economiz- 
ing efforts and European. trade 
efforts. Customs figures show 
that export to the U.S. is level- 
ling and tapering, and al- 
though export to Southeast 
Asia is recovering, foreign ex- 
change difficulties. may hurt in 
future. 

Bank credits are g 
fast. For the nine big 
commercial banks, 
equipment loans increased 
(compared with the same 
months of the previous year) 
by 28.8 per cent during April- 
June, 52.1 per cent for July- 
September and a phenomenal 
97.8 r cent for October, sea- 
sonally a slack month. 

But the October situation rep- 
resents a tendency wherein un- 
filed or unsatisfied business 
funds demand. Hence it does 
not mean an excessively strong 
upward push in funds demand. 
But plant and equipment spend- 
ings are still going upward 
whereas loans to trading firms 
and small business have stead- 
led at the plateau level. The 
machinery, iron-steel and ship- 
building makers are strong on 
operating funds demand. 

Industfial production is quiet- 
ing on the whole. Seasonally 
adjusted, the rise has gone be- 
low 2 per cent from August to 
October. And output has rang- 
ed to within the demand range. 
Production is mainly propped 
up by machinery and automo- 
bile lines. Capital goods make 
up the bulk of the production 
and shipment activity. Produc- 
er goods and consumer 
are sideways. However, fu- 
ture rising trends on plant and 
equipment investment are show- 
ing signs of weakening. The 
rising rate on machinery or- 
ders are compared with the

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NAGOYA —United States Am- 
bassador Douglas MacArthur II 
yesterday told the Japan-Amer- 
ica Society of Nagoya that 
Japan and the United States are 
interdependent in the fields of 
trade and national security and 
share a full and equal partner- 
ship based on friendship and 
mutual trust that serves the en- 
lightened self-interest of both 
Japanese and Americans. 


Speaking at a luncheon held 
at the Kanko Hotel, the ambas- 
sador said the strength of Japa- 
nese-American friendship was 
demonstrated once again during 
the. tragic disaster caused by 
Typhoon Ise Bay in Septem- 
ber 1959. He recalled that 
Americans and Japanese joined 
forces in the _ rehabilitation 
work. American helicopters, he 
said, rescued more than 5,000 
persons marooned by flood 
waters, and tons of American 
relief supplies were airlifted to 
Nagoya. 

The ambassador said the in- 
terdependence of Japan and the 
United States applies “not only 
during times of disaster but to 
many aspects of our national 
lives,” 

Referring to trade, the ambas 
sador reminded his audience 
that the United States is Ja- 
pan’s largest single export mar- 
ket, buying about 30 per cent 
of Japan’s total exports. He 
said Japan is America’s second 
best export market, ranking 
only after Canada. 

Ambassador MacArthur point- 
ed out that many of Nagoya’s 
manufactured products, such as 
chinaware, plywood, textiles, 
pottery, sewing machines, and 
cameras, are popular in Amer- 
ica. At the same time, he said, 
Nagoya has imported large 


Acetylene Plant 
Planned in Niigata 


NEW YORK (AP)—A Japa- 
nese firm has awarded an 
American company a contract 
to provide engineering services 
for a methanol and acetylene 
plant which will use a German 
process, it was announced in 
New York Tuesday. 

The Chemical Construction 
Corp. of New York said the 
plant will be constructed in Nii- 
gata, for the Kyowa Gas Ka- 
gaku Kogyo K.K., a subsidiary 
of Kyowa Hakko Co. and Nip- 
pon Mining. It will be the first 
plant in Japan to employ the 
acetylene process developed by 
Babsche Analin Soda Fabrik. 
The German firm has licensed 
the American company to use 
its process. — 

The Japanese plant will use 
natural gas as the raw material 
to produce 27 metric tons daily 
of acetylene and 100 metric 
tons daily of methanol.

Barter Proposed 
For Indian Ore 


Japan's steel industry Is ex- 
pected to propose to the State 
Trading Corporation of India 
that the barter system be adopt- 
ed in Japanese imports of In- 
dian iron ore next fiscal year. 

Tt will call for India’s pur- 
chase of Japanese steel mater- 
lals as collateral for Japan's 
import of Indian iron ore, 

Current negotiations in To- 
kyo on the volume and price of 
the Indian iron ore to be 
chased by Japan in fiscal 1961 
are scheduled to become full- 
scale shortly with the arrival in 
Japan recently of C.M. Ponna- 
cha, head of the Indian corpo- 
ration. 

Japan wants to have the 
iron ore-steel goods barter sys- 
tem adopted “because of the 
anticipated decline in Japanese 
exports of the item to India in 
view of the reported U.S. pro- 
posal that India import Ameri- 
can steel goods in return for 
the extension of Development 
Loan Fund aid to that country. 

Steel industry circles believe 
the barter system is quite like- 
ly to be adopted since India is 
selling iron ore to Communist 
nations under the same formula.

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Scramble for Gold 


Questions relating to the 


price and distribution of gold 


and the strength (or weakhess) of the American dollar, 
together with the measures being taken by the United 
States to correct the present situation continue to agitate 


the business world, 


Our own feeling is that the underlying difficulty is 
not want of confidence in the dollar but rather the over- 


confidence in the dollar displayed over a large part of 


the world since the end of World War II. 


Everyone has 


attempted to “get into” dollars, forgetting for the time 
being that, however strongly backed the dollar may be 
with buried gold reserves in the United States, the dollar 
is only paper money. Now that many countries, once 
prostrate as a result of the war, are becoming rich and 
accumulating capital resources of their own, they show 
a desire to exchange the dollars they have earned for gold. 


This is a natural tendency 
intrinsically a bad one. 


and we do not think it is 


Whatever the virtues of a paper currency may be, 


nothing can be more certain 


than that no paper currency 


can be absolutely safe in all circumstances, and the desire 
of nations—and individuals for that matter—to have part 
at least of their savings in gold is never likely to be 


given up. 


Some time ago, a number of leading American economists 
urged the U.S. Government to relax restrictions on gold 
purchases and establish a gold-backed currency at the rate 
of $35 per ounce. These 51 men, many of them university 
teachers of economics, signed a statement which declared 
that recent steps taken toward convertibility among leading 
currencies of Western Europe and the United Kingdom 
would be. strengthened and Free World economies would 


be aided by restoring gold 


“to its proper place as a 


domestic and international money.” 

“Since the United States dollar is not freely convertible 
into standard gold for all holders, doubts exist,” went 
on the economists’ statement, “in respect to its future 
dependability. There is a hollow ring in our protestations 
that inflation should be held in check while we refuse 
to reestablish the time-honored and long-tested controls 


of the full gold standard. 


It is incongruous that United 


States citizens, who may freely purchase gold, for instance 
in Canada or in the London market, cannot hold their gold 
bars in the United States on pain of criminal penalties.”

Mr. Eisenhower’s action has at least this significance

by boosting exports and instituting economies in overseas 
expenditure. Upon its success depends not only the future

The drastic measures now being adopted to check the 
outflow. of gold from the United States will, of course, 
have their effect on this country. Quite apart from American 
spending in this country which is likely to be considerably 
curtailed, it is expected that the United States will seek 
tO increase its trade and service at the expense of those 


of other nations. 


Mr. Henry Alexander, chairman of the Morgan Guaranty 
Trust Co. declared on Monday that the United States 
should “tie” an increasing proportion of its foreign aid 
grants and loans to the purchase of American goods. 
There is also talk of ensuring the compulsory use of 
American ships for the carriage of imports and exports 
from the United States. This would mean that Japanese

The Hospital Strikes 


Demand for Wage Hike Reflects Basic Ills of Medical System 


White-gowned nurses carrying 
placards and yeilow and red 
posters plastered over hospital 
walls are fast becoming a fami- 
liar sight in Tokyo. Last year 
there were three strikes by 
hospital workers, but this year 
the number has neared 40. 


Why the phenomenon? As 
strikes go, the medical work- 
ers’ has, for the present, a 
simple motivation. They want 
a wage hike of from ¥3,000 to 
¥7,000. But it is questionable 
whether or not it will forever 
remain .“nonpolitical.” 


The basis for their claim 
seems well-founded, as it is 
acknowledged by the manage- 
ments and such “neutral” 
sources as the Ministry of 
Labor. Whereas the average 
wage of civil service employes 
was, as of August this year, 
¥22,397 and that in private in- 
dustry 25,188, the hospital 
workers under the Tokyo Fed- 
eration of Medical Workers 
Unions is about ¥14,000. 


That of the employes of the 
hospitals, who went on strikes 
during the last several weeks 
is even lower, rgnging from 
¥10,800 to ¥9,800 or $30 or less 
—per month! 

Plight of Nurse 


These figures are the averages 
for all types of workers, nurs- 
es, X-ray technicians, clerks, 
nightwatchmen, kitchen help, 
and so forth. But the most 
notable, in comparison with 
other civilized nations, is the 
plight of the nurse in Japan. 
One With three years’ experi- 
ence after graduating from a 
nurses’ training school receiv- 
es about ¥10.300 a month. And 
as she is most likely to be liv- 
ing in a dormitory, her take- 
hame pay, after room and board 
are deducted, is often about 
¥4,000. 


A weekly magazine recently 
reported two specific examples. 
One ig a 27-yearold nurse in 
the hospital attached to a re 
search institute which bears 
the name of one of the very 
greats in Japan's medical his- 
tory. She has worked there 
for more than six years and her 
monthly salary is about ¥12,300, 
out of which she pays ¥2,300 
for room and board. In her 
case, the room is an eight-mat 
sized one which she shares with 
three other nurses. 


Another case is that of a 28- 
year-old nurse working in a pri- 
vate medical university hospi- 
tal. Having been a nurse for 
12 years, five of which she has 
spent in this particular hos- 
pital, she now earns ¥13,600. 
In the same hospital, there is 
a nurse’s aide with an experi- 
ence of 10 years and 10 months, 
who earns a monthly wage of 
¥8,600, 

Pathetically Underpaid 

The hospital operators them- 
selves do not deny that their 
eniployes are pathetically 
underpaid even according to 
Japanese standards. But they 
put the blame on the low ..edi- 
cal fees they are authorized to 
charge. In other words, as far 
as they are concerned, the 
medical fees must first be hik- 
ed before they can respond to 
the striking nurses and other 
employes, 

Because Japanese medicine is 
socialized to a great extent, all 
but few hospitals today adhere 
to the health insurance system. 
That means that the fees they 
can charge are d ultimately 
by either the Government or 
other insurers, namely, health 
insurance associations. 


According to the adits 2 
system, a hospital in Tokyo, for 
instance, receives ¥6OO for a 
ward patient whom he must 
rovide with medicine, meals, 
ding, as well as nurse service 
at the rate of one nurse per four 
patients. The ¥600 fee is, of 
course, to cover the expenses 
of other employes and the 
facilities of the hospital. 


In another category of areas

such as Kawasaki, the rate is 
even lower—¥376—for the same 
care. These figures are often 
compared by the laintive 
hospital operators with the 
rates a hotel charges against 
children on school excursions. 
A hotel can collect from ¥500 
to '¥600 per head while putting 
the children into a room at the 
rate of one per “tatami” in a 
room with three meals. 
JIMA Target 


The Ministry of public 
Welfare does not deny that the 
existing medical administration 
suffers from many a boil and 
clot. But its officials immediate- 
ly concerned with the problems 
hold the view that the “moder- 
nization” of hospital manage- 
ment is the first step. They 
would not intervene in the 
“labor disputes”—-which are 


within the purview of the Labor 
Ministry. 


Still another force which car- 
Ties no less weight than the 
workers’ unions over these is- 
sues is the Japan Medical As- 
sociation (JMA). But the target 
of its attack is something 
beneath the low wage per se— 
the medical administration as 
conducted by the Ministry of 
Public Welfare, the health in- 
surance system in particular. 


Under the able, and some- 
times daring, leadership of Dr. 
Taro Takemi, its president, the 
medical group has fought for 
years the health insurance sys- 
tem for a number of reasons. 

Its most basic objection to 
the existing system consists in 
the fact that the doctor, restrict- 
ed by the limits placed by the 
system, finds it difficult to im- 
prove his medical skill or derive 
the conscientious satisfaction of 
curing his patient with all the 
available medical resources. 

Unreasonable Situation 


Should the TB germ in a pati- 
ent, for instance, develop resis- 
tance to streptomycin, which is 
often the case nowadays, his 
doctor would be tempted to use 
a newer, more powerful antibio- 
tic, e.g. kanamycin. But he can- 
not—according to the present 
health insurance law because it 
is not included in the official 
“TB Treatment Guide.” 


But what seems even more 
unreasonable is that in this hy- 
pothetical case the patient can- 
not offer to pay for the treat- 
ment beyond what his insur- 


ance covers. Ehigmatic as it 
may sound, he must either stick 
to the treatment his doctor can 
give him under the health in- 
surance -aw or be on his own. 
In the latter case, he must pay 
for everything including the 
services he is entitled to under 
the insurance system. 


Much Paper Work 


Another defect of the system 
is the extremely cumbersome 
bookkeeping work required of 
hospitals and private doctors. 
Nurses in large hospitals on 
night duty are perhaps more 
occupied per hour than when 
they are on day shift because 
they must take care of the 
paper work, And private prac- 
titioner burns much midnight 
oil toward the end of each 
month to figure out the points 
to be credited to him for the 
medical services he gave his 
patients. 


A grim humor is found in the 
saying now pupular among 
them: “Medicine which used to 
be known as ‘jinjutsu’ (art of 
benevolence) has turned into 
‘sanjutsu’ (art of numerals — 
arithemetic).” Hence, the 
motto for today’s Japanese doc- 
tor: “The pen is mightier than 
the stethoscope.” 


It is this state of affairs that, 


Dr. Takemi and others deplore 
as seriously menacing the 
chances of the advancement of 
Japanese medicine as well as 
the literal health of the nation. 
The JMA demanded a hike of 
¥3 per one insurance point 
(¥10 at present) last August 
as a minimum requirement for 
the solution of the problems. 

Will this not, however, mean 
greater financial burden for the 
insured? 


Dr. Takeml says no because 
the health insurance associa- 
tions have plenty of money 
with which they have acquired 
often fabulous mansions as sum- 
mer houses or invested in 
other business ventures. 


If the matter is left unat- 
tended, the hospital strikes are 
likely, as the signs have already 
appeared, to turn into a polit- 
ical campaign with the even- 
tuality in sight of the medical 
workers unions turning into an- 
other leftist-<dominated monster 
like the Japan Teachers Union.

20 does not do justice to 
“Hizakurige” and is apt to de 
ter readers who would other- 
wise not have failed to enjoy it. 
As a matter of fact, the book 
is far more than a comic novel, 
and the term travelogue does 
not properly apply either. It 
is fairly plain even to the more 
casual reader that it was in- 
tended to be a guide book for 
travelers with limited means. 
If that were not so the author 
would have hardly gone out of 
his way to describe local 
amenities and their prices to a 
detail which leaves hardly a 
gap. 

If I remember right the read- 
er is ‘given a complete record 
of the expenses incurred by the 
two heroes throughout the trip, 
and while this contributes to 
the funniness it does so only 
occasionally. 


Furthermore, the review fails 
to mention that the original 
book contains a great variety 
of local dialect which besides 
its amusement value may have 
been useful information to the 
prospective traveler from Edo 
in its day. Even today the 
scraps of past dialects may be 
potentially useful to the lin- 
guist, and their collection on 
purpose remains a merit which 
should be considered before the 
whole opus is summarily dis- 
missed.

S Farm Census 

The latest survey by the Agri- 
culture-Forestry Ministry shows 
a deepening regional difference 
in the living structure of the 
nation’s farmers and that farm- 
ing households are not decreas- 
ing remarkably, while those 
running side businesses still 
consist of a majority of 65.7 per 
cent. The Government is prone 
to deal’ with agricultural prob- 
lems with its old attitude of 
neglecting regional differences 
of living among the nation’s 
farmers. ‘This should be avoid- 
ed in the first place. Secondly, 
the Government should now 
take up the side job problems 
of farmerg from an entirely 
new angle, This is no minor 
problem any more. While the 
low income of farmers forces 
them to efigage in side busi- 
nesses, the low wage standard 
of the nation’s non-agricultural 
enterprises..themselves is also 
left unchanged thanks to the 
fact that many of their em- 
ployes are also working as farm- 
ers. In other words, the prob- 
lem of how to reduce the num- 
ber of farmers doing side work 
is now a question related to 
the entire economic structure

facts which the book Incidental- 
ly carries! They are to my 
thinking worthwhile enough. 
There is, for instance, the epi- 
sode of the farmer who tries to 
barter daikon against urine on 
the streets of Kyoto, and who 
has an argument with a 
samurai who is willing to make 
such a deal. One learns that 
the dearth of fertilizer in the 
home provinces had reached 
ae egg which were un- 
nown in the Kanto region. 
But it seems even more signifi- 
cant that it was obviously com- 
mon knowledge that the excre- 
tions of humans who consumed 
meat regularly had a definitely 
higher fertilizer value than 
those secreted by the consum- 
ers of what is commonly as- 
sumed to have been the exclu- 
sive and traditional diet of the 
Japanese before the advent of 
the foreign devils. 


I will not go into the history 
of meat eating in Japan, and it 
may suffice if I say that is of 
an uncommon interest particu- 
larly with regard to the origin 
and the political backgrounds 
of meat abstention. 


Anyway, the factual basis of 
the daikon-urine joke cannot 
have been invented, or the joke 
would not have come off when 
the book first appeared. This 
one example which could be 
multiplied will be enough to 
show that the judgment: “poor- 
ly done ‘rehash of all the old 
vaudeville standards” is widely 
off the mark. 


The average reader would do 
well to read the “Hizakurige” 


with an attention which is not 
usually devoted to novels, com- 
ic or otherwise. He will then 
learn that intercourse between 
the different classes and the re- 
lationship between the sexes in 
olden times have not exactly 
been as fondly imagined by our 
contemporary egalitarians and 
self-appointed progressives. 


Nowadays the term “feudal” 
is unthinkingly and almost uni- 
versally used in the derogatory 
sense, and this is no credit to 
the moderns, neither does it do 
them much good. 


The reviewer is also almost 
certainly mistaken in his state- 
ment that the English transla- 
tion which appeared in 1929 
was anonymous. I have in my 
possession a numbered copy of 
a limited edition whieh bears 
the name of the translator, Mr. 
Satchel, or maybe, I would not 
have acquired it. 


To come to an end, your re- 
viewer must be quite bare of 
any deeper interest in things 
Japanese. He should have been 
aware that no less an authority 
than Basil Hall Chamberlain 
who was very far indeed from 
being a blind worshipper of the 
Japanese literature written dur- 
ing the Tokugawa period and 
the early Meiji Era did see fit 
to praise the Hizakurige and to 
warmly recommend it to the 
foreign student of the language. 
This recommendation still 
stands, even for the English 
translation, whatever its editori- 
al shortcomings may be.

Organizing the Cabinet 


- All Factions Vying for a Voice 


By HAJIME IKEDA 


More than half of the 16 
Cabinet Ministers are expected 
to be replaced in the second 
Ikeda Cabinet to be organized 
in the near future. 


Of the 16 Ministers, those ex- 
pected to remain in office are 
Foreign Minister Zentaro Ko- 
saka, Finance Minister Mikio 
Mizuta, Education Minister Ma- 
suo Araki, Labor Minister Hiro- 
hide Ishida and Hideo Suto, 
Autonomy Minister and Chair- 
man of the National Public 
Safety Commission. 


Chief Cabinet Secretary 
Masayoshi Ohira, who is not a 
Cabinet member, is also expect- 
ed to retain his post, 


It is believed certain that the 
remaining Cabinet posts will be 
distributed on a balance of 
power basis among various in- 
traparty groups. Ministerial 
posts will be alloted to various 
factions in accordance with 
their numerical strength. 


The present Cabinet was or- 
ganized with the three groups 
led by Ikeda, former Finance 
Minister Eisaku Sato and for- 
mer Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi as the main axis and three 
other factions headed by Bam- 
boku Ohno, International Trade 
and Industry Minister Mitsujiro 
Ishii and former Foreign Min- 
ister Alichiro Fujiyama also re- 
ceiving representation. 


Three dissident groups led by 
Ichiro Kono, Takeo Miki-Kenzo 
Matsumura, and Tanzan Ishi- 
bashi were not given the op- 
portunity of joining the first 
Cabinet. 


In organizing the next Ikeda 
Cabinet, however, it is expected 
that eight intraparty factions 
will be given the opportunity to 
join it. 


Ikeda, party secretary general 
Shuji Masutani and other party 
executives are not expected to 
ask the Ishibashi faction to join 
the Cabinet from the viewpoint 
that the faction lacks strength 
befitting a normal intraparty 
group. 

The reshuffle of the three top 
leaders of the Liberal-Democra- 
tic Party, Secretary General, 
Masutani, Executive Board 
Chairman Shigeru Hori and 
Policy Board Chairman Etsu- 
saburo Shiina, is very unlikely, 
at least before next July. 


Whether or not the leaders 
of the powerful factions them- 
selves will be named members 
of the new Cabinet is in doubt. 
Most observers believe not. They 
think the faction leaders, includ- 
ing Sato, Kishi, Kono, Miki and 
Fujfyama, are determined to let 
other leaderg of their factions 
join the new Cabinet. These lea- 
ders, observers reason, are more 
interested in keeping their eyes 
on the second Ikeda Cabinet 
rather than taking part in it. 

Faction leaders consider that 
by keeping themselves divorced 
from any unfavorable results 
of the Ikeda administration, 
they would not be responsible 
for a possible future collapse 
of the Ikeda Government. By 
so doing, they think, they can 
qualify as a possible successor 
of Ikeda. At any rate faction 
headers believe the real show 
Ikeda's capabilities in carrying 
out the new party policy be 
longs to future. 

For this reason, factional 
leaders are striking a coopera- 
tive pose in forming the Cabi- 
net, while their true position 
is to maintain a cool distance to 
Ikeda and observe his effective- 
ness. 

Under these circumstances, 
the second Ikeda Cabinet is ex- 
pected to be supra-partisan as 
far as Liberal-Democratic fac- 
tions are concerned. Ikeda is 
scheduled to hold a post-election 
reception for members of the 
Liberal-Democratic Party’s Elec- 
tion Policy Committee, compos- 
ed of influential leaders of the

intra-party factions, at the Im- 
perial Hotel today. 

At the same time, he will em- 
bark on practical efforts for the 
Cabinet formation in a series of 
private talks with factional 
leaders. 


His reported plan is to decide 
on the outline of the new Cab- 
inet lineup by Sunday, the day 
before the next special Diet is 
convened, and to complete the 
Cabinet by Monday. 


“We will extend full cooper- 
ation” says the Sato faction, 
while Kishi’s group openly de- 
mands “refreshment of mind” 
through a drastic reshuffie in 
posts, coupled with an increase 
of at least one seat for his fac- 
tion which currently has two 
seats in the Cabinet. 


Kono’s faction, on the other 
hand, has promised a “coopera- 
tion and good will,” while the 
Miki-Matsumura group is asking 
for a “supra-partisan setup, 
each of them naturally planning 
to get as many men as possible 
into the new Cabinet. 


Factions led by Ohno and 
Fujiyama are presently watch- 
ing the moves of Ikeda, but 
these groups are strongly op- 
posed to any large-scale reshuf- 
file of posts.. For they are worri- 
ed that if Ikeda is moved by 
voices calling for the drastic re- 
shuffie it would naturally mean 
a decrease in their number of 
seats. 


All tn all, a reshuffle of com- 
paratively large scale is predict- 
ed for the new Cabinet. 


Books — 
TAKEN AT THE FLOOD, the 
Story of Albert D. Lasker. By 


John Gunther. New York, Harper 
and Brothers, 1960; 368 pp. $5.00 


The subject of this new bio- 
graphy went into advertising in 
1898, did as much as any single 
man toward building that trade 
into the American colossus that 
it is today, and 44 years later 
left it, having in the meantime 

something like $45 mil- 
lion. This was the “father” of 
modern advertising, a colorful 
figure who in his last years 
turned to philanthropy, medical 
research and art collecting 
with the same vigor that in his 
earlier days he had devoted to 
“grains shot from guns,” “so 
round, so firm, so fully packed, 
so free and easy on the draw,” 
and other landmarks in modern 
culture. 


Someone in a Broadway re- 
view last season was character- 
ized as being “one of the last 
of the really objectional rich 
people—which requires great 
courage;” many of the anec- 
dotes which Gunther here col- 
lects suggest that while such a 
characterization would have 
been unfair to Lasker, many of 
the implications which it car- 
ries would still have been valid. 
Unconventional and gregarious, 
he was certainly one of the last 
really well-known rich people, 
and that too took a special kind 
of courage of its own, one 
8 ts. 

It is obviously out of the 
long, close association of the 
subject and his second (sur- 
viving) wife with the author 
that this book has grown. It 
gives rich evidence of how in- 
teresting and real a person 
Lasker was to his many friends, 
but it holds rather less for the 
reader who is not a member 
of this admittedly large circle. 

In particular, the accounts of 
Lasker’s private life here take 
an unfortunate precedence over 
what for many readers would 
surely have been more reward- 
ing, namely his contribution to 
the growth of the Madison Ave- 
nue monster we know today. 
He appears to have been a 
dominant and important figure 
in its genesis, but far too lit- 
tle of that story is told here. 
From what is given it is dif- 
ficult to justify even the title, 
for that matter; no one would 
deny that “there is a tide in 
the affairs of men, which, taken 
at the flood, leads on to for- 
tune,” but Gunther has been 
too close to his subject in a 
personal way to be able to 
show either the tide or the 
flood to his readers—ROY
